Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner explained that the rejection dated 30 October 2006 
was based upon an intermediate product, 1. e., the ingot disclosed in Jin et al., and not upon the final product, i.e., the 
emitter as claimed of Jin et al. The Examiner further explained the nature of the rejection under 35 U. S. C. 103 based 
on the three references. 

Applicant argued that the rejection based on Kato in view of Withers in further view of Jin was piecemeal or based 
upon hindsight, and argued that Jin is not combinable with the other references, as Jin is drawn to a non-analogous art. 

Applicant asked how the rejection might be overcome. The Examiner suggested that the best way to overcome a 
rejection based upon prior art is to amend the claims to show that the invention as claimed is distinct from the prior art. 
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
